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ONE DISGRACE OF THE PERIOD. 


There is perhaps nothing which stands out 
so boldly and prominently disgraceful in the 
annals of American law-making for the past 
decade or so as the several enactments passed 
by State legislatures ostensibly for the pur- 
pose of regulating the sale and manufacture 
of margarine or butterine, but primarily 
with the object of driving the industry out of 
existence. To term such enactments as “class 
legislation” simply, is applying a mild form of 
language to a system of law-making which is 
both unconstitutional and disgraceful, and a 
jest on our much vaunted prattle about hon- 
esty and other virtues which are about as re- 
mote from the mental makeup of the average 
legislator as the moon is from the earth. This 
is the nasty side of the business, and, for the 
moment perhaps, the element referred to has 
had the upper hand. It is refreshing, how- 
ever, to find that science is doing its part, as 
it always will in such instances, to force oleo 
products into recognition and place the article 
where it belongs. In this connection it is 


apropostocite the following extracts from the 
recent remarkable paper in “The Scientific 


American” from the pen of Dr. G. A. Stock- 
well, who is a gentleman of high standing in 


the community: 

“The problem of nourishment in wasting 
diseases is perennial. In most instances the 
balance between waste and repair is greatly 


to the credit account of the former, despite 
all the resources of the medical art. With 
thefirst introduction of cod liver oil it was 


believed that the problem of nourishment in 
wasting diseases was solved. But there is 
nothing magical about this oil. Save as an 
easily digested fat, it is valueless. 

“In everyday life butter is very essential. 
Its free use by sufferers from wasting dis- 
eases is to be encouraged to the utmost in so 
far as it can be borne. All this seems very 
simple, but unfortunately an excess of butter 
diet, even in a healthy organism, is apt to 
give rise to butyric dyspepsia, and butyric 
fermentation is set up largely through the 
presence of a ferment—a residuum left by 
the buttermilk.” 

“Considering the foregoing, it seems strange 
that oleomargarine has not been thought of 
as a palatable and suitable article of diet for 
those suffering from wasting diseases. It is 
free from all objections, despite the idle and 
malicious tales industriously spread by parties 
interested in securing high prices for inferior 
and unwholesome products. Were the truth 
fully realized by all classes, bad butter would 
find no market, but unfortunately, the ma- 
jority of the people have no comprehensive 
idea as to what oleomargarine practically is. 

“The resulting product, as a matter of fact, 
is a better and purer butter than nine-tenths 
of the dairy product that is marketed, and one 
that is far more easily preserved. There are 
a large number also who imagine oleomar- 
garine is made from any old scraps of grease, 
regardless of age or cleanliness, which is 
quite the reverse of the fact; indeed a good 
‘oleo’ can only be had by employing the very 
best and freshest of fat. This ‘artificial but- 
ter” -is the purely wholesome (and perhaps 
even better as food) as the best dairy or 
creamery product.” 

“Recently, Jollies and Winkler, who are the 
official chemists for the Austrian Govern- 
ment, after a very thorough investigation, an- 
nounced, through the columns of the “Zeits- 
chrift fiir Hygiene,” that the only germs 
ever present in “oleo” are the yarieties com- 
mon to air and water. Although carefully 
sought for, tubercular bacilli and other ob- 
noxious bacilli were conspicuously absent. 
They also found that the dairy product is es- 
pec ially liable to be contaminated, inasmuch 
as the best process of manufacture failed to 
eliminate all the lactic acid ferment, the ac- 
tion of which even salt cannot neutralize, 
save for a very brief period.” 

“Products which are of rank character, do 
not emanate from reputable factories (which 
are invariably connected with beef packing 
houses), but from petty manufacturers who 
accept fats of all kinds that are rejected by 
the regular oleomargarine makers. It is sur- 
prising the amount of fat that a consumptive 
finds it possible to consume W hen employing 
“oleo’’ instead of butter.’ 


Such testimony as the above, new and valu- 
able as it is, must in the end bring justice to 
the industry and gain for it a legal status 
now denied by corrupt and disgraceful legis- 
lation.

COTTON OIL OUTLOOK. 


On another page we publish to-day an inter- 
esting letter on the cotton oil situation, issued 
last Saturday by Messrs. Hopkins, Dwight & 
Co., of New York, a concern which is well 
qualified to speak authoritatively on this sub- 
ject. The conclusion to be drawn from. this 
letter is that the tightness of the money mar- 
ket for the time being and the difficulty, par- 
ticularly in the South, of obtaining accommo- 
dation from banks, will so affect conditions 
that the mills in many cases will not have 
money enough to buy seed. This is certainly 
a bull argument and a good one, but the bear 
side of the argument is this: The man who 
sells the seed is as badly off financially, as it 
is assumed the mills are, and hence may be 
inclined to let go, his seed at low figures in 
order to get it out of his way and get in some 
ready money. He will, perhaps, prefer to do 


this rather than turn his product to fertilizer 
purposes or hold it for the remote possibility 
of a better market.

DULL BUT STEADIER MARKETS 
have been the feature in hog products for the 
week. Receipts of hogs have been liberal, 
but not heavy, and quality good, while it has 
leen a noticeable fact that prices have gener- 
ally advanced on the heaviest receipts, while 
they have declined on the lightest at the chief 
Western points, indicating that packers have 
difficulty in getting all the hogs they want 
without advancing prices, which, of course, 
is against their interest at this season of the 
Hence they the market, when 
there are too few hogs in, to make it worth 
competing for them, while the competition is 
strong enough on big receipts to put up prices. 
Another significant of this week's

Among those who have 
been pretty steady and persistent buyers on 
all the weak spots are Armour, Swift, the 
Cudahy Packing Co., the Chicago Packing 
Co. and the shorts, while sellers of January 
stuff on the strong spots have been Fowler, 
Hately, Viles and other packers. This indi- 
cates considerable preponderance on the 
bull side, and goes to show that these houses 
at least consider that the new corn crop, as 
affecting both hogs and provisions, has been 
nearly, if not fully, discounted. As to the 
demand, however, there has been 
activity reported this week than for the pre- 
vious two or three weeks, but, for a very suf- 
ficient reason, that exporters can do no new

business, for want of ocean freights, at any 
price, for prompt shipment, and but little for 
October, even at double the rates they were 
able to obtain a month or two ago, when the 
heavy engagements for the stuff that is now 
going forward were made, Yet shipments on 
these old contracts continue, at the maximum 
rate, of over 2,000,000 Ib a day of lard from 


Chicago, and over 225,000,000 Tb of meat. 
Such a movement as this, if continued the 
balance of the month, is bound to produce 


reduction in stocks the Ist of 
October, which will render the burden of car- 
rying them lighter and remove the bugaboo 
of big stocks, with which to go into the new 
packing season. The only exception to this

the most firmly held of any of the speculative 
articles of late, showing equal confidenee in 
the future of that staple, with other products, 
notwithstanding the continued heavy percent- 
age of lard produced to the hog, owing to 
their fat condition. Thus it will be seen that 
these markets, in spite of financial, adverse 
influences, are in the most healthy and sound 
position for years, based upon supply and de- 
mand, and the man who has money to buy 
and hold, without depending upon the car- 
riers or the banks for money, is pretty sure 
of big interest on the same, if carried until 
the present financial clouds roll by. Yet even 
with this extreme stagnation in new export 
Armour was reported to have 
bought on Wednesday 5,000 tes. of October 
lard in Chicago, against sales of that amount 
of refined to Antwerp. ‘This, following upon 
the present heavy shipments of refined from 
New York and the West to the Continent on 
old purchases, is pretty good evidence that 
those markets have still confidence enough in 
the future of this staple to anticipate their 
future wants. This, too, notwithstanding the 
fact, as stated by Mr. Carl Dreier, manager of 
the Wileox Co., on his return from a three 
months’ trip on the Continent, that retailers 
on the other side had not yet given consum- 
ers the benefit of the abnormally low prices 
here, by which to increase consumption. Mr. 
Dreier also said that, owing to short feed 
crops on the Continent this year, in conse- 
quence of drouth, there would be the biggest 
killing of hogs there in the history of the 
trade, in order to save buying feed; but that 
this would bring the attention of consumers 
to the low prices current in America, with 
which their native supplies will have to com- 
pete, and force dealers to reduce the price to 
consumers, and thereby stimulate consump- 
tion. While this is a bear argument for the 
near future, it will be a decided bull argu- 
ment on our products another year. 

As to speculation, there is really not enough 
of it, outside of the packers and professional 
Chicago board traders, to amount to anything, 
except so far as outsiders still hold old pur- 
chases, on which they have a loss, that they 
are determined not to take, if holding on till 
better times will let them out. The grain 
crowd, however, is said to be largely short 
still of provisions, sold even at these low 
prices, on the financial scare of the last two 
months. When they get ready to cover this 
short interest there is liable to be a more or 
less sharp advance in prices, and this is like- 
ly to come after, if not before election, for at 
that time, with the present imports of gold, 
the return flow of currency now going into 
the country to move the crops, and consequent 
easier money, will come a general reaction in

overwhelm the country, and, when they all 
come in to buy together, to replenish depleted 
stocks, this of itself will cause increased ac- 
tivity in all branches of legitimate trade, as 
well as in speculation, and bring better times, 
Long headed and conservative men, indepeiid- 
ent of their political leanings, are already be- 
ginning to foresee and prepare for a good fall 
trade in these as well as in all other products, 
of which none are cheaper than hog products, 
and of which the consumption should still fur- 
ther increase at these abnormally low prices. 
There is, therefore, nothing more to fear from 
tight money, financial disturbance, the supply 
of hogs or lack of demand for everything on 
the bear side has not only had its full weight 
and influence, but has been overdone; reac- 
tion, therefore, is certain, sooner or later, 
from this unnatural condition of things. 

SPOT BUSINESS, however, has been re- 
stricted by the utter elimination of new ex- 
port. business for want of freight, while the 
domestic trade has kept as close to immediate 
wants as possible, for the reasons above enu- 
merated.

Hams have been held firmly at the 
West at last week’s quotations, but scarcely 
enough has been done for Eastern markets to 
test prices. Nothing has been said in canned 
beef, neither as to demand or prices, and little 
change or business can be noted. Otherwise 
there is no feature except the talk that the 
tight money market at the West will force 
premature marketing of cattle, and by over- 
supplying the market cause reduced prices. 
This and the lack of export demand are con- 
sidered rather bearish factors in the market 
for beef products, though old prices are’ yet 
nominally maintained.

TALLOW AND STEARINE. 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 


TALLOW has been duller than for any 
week since the late activity in these products 
set in. Yet prices for all grades at all points 
have been firmer, with the exception of New 
York City made, than during that period. The 
reason for the dullness has been the almost 
utter inability of shippers to get ocean 
freights for this month, while there is but 
little room offered for the first half of Oc- 
tober, and that at prices nearly double what 
was paid when the bix export movement be- 
gan. This of itself is enough to explain the 
stagnation; for the French and German mar- 
kets have not advanced enough to overcome 
this rise in freights, to say nothing of paying 
1-16@ ec. more than for the last purchases on 
this side of any amount. That explains the lack 
of demand for export, so far as prime tallow 
is concerned, while it applies equally to 
edible, of which recent purchases were largely 
to complete old short contracts, since when 
new orders, taken with the increased freight 
rates, are from 4@%c. a ID under our market. 
This latter applies largely to Germany, and 
the remarks upon prime to France; neither 
of those markets having followed the late 
advance in the English markets, while the 
latter have not improved sufficiently to offset 
the advance in ocean freight rates, and enable 
any business of importance to be done for that 
destination; although some special lots of 
choice have been done at the full asking 
prices of New York melters. As the result, 
the latter have accumulated two-thirds of 
this week’s production, as only 125 hhds. 
have been reported to this writing for export, 
chieffy at 3c. for Eastmans’ brand and 3\\c. 
for not strictly prime city, while about 150 
to 200 hhds. are due on weekly contracts, 
leaving about 500 hhds. to be added to the 
stock carried over from last week, which, ac- 
cording to recent estimates, given in this ar- 
ticle current in the trade, would make 
about 3,800 hhds. in New York at the end of 
this week. As to outports, similar conditions to 
those in New York exist, there being no ocean 
freights available, while the recent free pur- 
chases at those points for export and home 
trade have reduced supplies so close to ¢ur- 
rent make that the local demand is sufficient 
to prevent any pressure to sell. In fact, lo- 
cal soap makers seem siill inclined at East- 
ern points, as well as at the West, to take all 
the stock offering at late top prices. This has 
kept the interior markets cleaned up, on the 
basis of 3%ec. for choice packers’ tallow in 
Chicago, with that bid for more, and Me. 
asked, and at 2%e. for No. 2 packers’. Of 
course nothing has been done at the West of 
late for export of any consequence under ex- 
isting conditions, but a good local trade has 
been done at all points, as shown by the firm- 
ness of those markets. 


Monday’s sales in New York were 150,000

tes. country edible at 35¢c., supposed to be for 
export, while the best brands of city edible 
are held at 4c., with 3c. obtainable. 

‘Tuesday’s sales were 150,000 of country at 
the above prices, and 25 hhds. of not strictly 
prime city at 3c. 

Wednesday’s sales were the 100 hhds. of 
choice noted above at 3\4c., for export; 75,000 
Ib country to the local trade at 34@3%c. 





This is all that has transpired, so far as re- 
ported, up to this writing. 

STEARINES AND OILS have been even 
more stupid and featureless than tallow, 
partly for the same reason—inability to get 
ocean freights having made new business im- 
possible, in either refined lard or compound, 
as reported on Wednesday in Chicago, when 
Armour was said to have sold 5,000 tcs. of re- 
fined to Antwerp for October shipment, 
against which he bought 5,000 tes. of October 
steam lard. There has, in consequence 
of this lack of demand for refined lard, been 
increased pressure to sell lard stearine, of 
which there have recently been accumulations 
at the West which has forced down the prices 
to 4c., New York, and finally to 3%c. for 
Western in order to realize money, as there 
has been little encouragement to hold it, with 
the present tight money and congested freight 
markets. City lard stearine has been com- 
pelled to follow in the wake of Western, and 
it is quoted as low as 4@4c., without busi- 
ness of any importanee reported. In oleo 
stearines there ‘has been nothing reported up 
to this writing for the week, as exporters are 
shut out of the market, and refiners were sup- 
plied by previous purchases; yet the produc- 
tion of oleo stearine at New York has been 
confined to a point that keeps the market 
firm, with 4%c. bid and 4%4c. asked, while 
3%c. is about all that Chicago can be quoted, 
as no purchases by the local refiners have 
been reported since our last. In oleo oils the 
same stagnation as reported a week ago con- 
tinues at Rotterdam, though midweek there 
was a little firmer market on jobbing lots at 
31 florins for brands that sold at 30 late last 
week, and at 30 for brands that sold at 29, 
making 1 florin recovery from the late reac- 
tion, but nothing outside of a few 100-bbl. 
lots have been reported. Ocean freights pre- 
vent much being shipped hence, even if it 
were wanted, which it is not. 

Last Saturday’s sales in Rotterdam were 
100 Harrison’s at 30, 100 each of Swift’s ex- 
tra and Modoc at 29, and 150 tes. of Western 
lard stearine, to arrive, at 3%c., New York, 
the last previous sale being 300 tes. at 4c. re- 
cently. 

Tuesday’s sales were only 100 of Harrison's 
oleo oil at 31 florins, Rotterdam. 

Wednesday no sales whatever were reported 
at New York or the West, nor in Rotterdam, 
though extras were quoted there at 30@31 
florins, for jobbing lots, against 29@30 early 
in the week. 

Thursday 150 hhds. more city tallow taken 
in New York by local trade at 3\4c., and 
100,000 country at 3%@3%c., with 600 tes. 
edible, not before reported, at 3%c.; in Chi- 
eago, but not for export. Of stearine sales 
50,000 Ib in New York of oleo at 4%%4c., or 
Ke. up, and 250,000 recently in Chicago, not 
before reported, at 4c. local, or Ke. up also. 


No sales and no charges were reported in 
London at the weekly sales. 

Friday only small lots reported in New 
York at full prices, but 8,000 tes. of prime 
packers’ were sold by packers and exporters 
to local trade in Chicago at 34@3%c., and 
held at 35%c. at close; 200 tes. Harrison’s 
oleo oil, Rotterdam, 33; lard stearine held 
4\%4c., New York, for Western; 25,000 ID city 
oleo stearine, 444c.

One year ago over 9,000 head of cattle were 
sold on Kansas City market at $5.35—and 
this year, last week, with 32 head we reached 
a $5 value—a little nearer to a better price, 
but still a long way off. Beef cattle were 
rather scarce and found many buyers ready to 
purchase. With prices in England quoted at 
10@11c., and refrigerator at i4c., export- 
ers managed to purchase, at reasonable fig- 
ures, some 1,300-ID average cattle selling at 
45, and Kastmans paying for some 1,600 

$4.55, some good beef cattle going at 

@$4.25. New York trade tooks some 1,530- 
gus’ and Shorthorn steers of 1,723-ID aver- 
age, sold to Swift & Co., for local slaughter, 
at $5, the highest price paid since April 10. 
Eastmans = 909 head, Schwarzschild 
$33 head, U. D. Beef Co. 207 head. Of the 
arrivals last week some 11,000 classed as 
Texas—put in quarantine division—the bal- 
ance, 41,000, classed as Western and natives. 
The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Rail- 
road Co. had the pleasure of breaking all rec- 
ords of the exchange, unloaded some 400 cars 
of cattle one day, and though none of the 
days of the past week was a record breaker, 
still two consecutive days were the two ban- 
ner days of the exchange, putting on the mar- 
ket 29,000 head of cattle in the twenty-four 
hours. 

And to be sure Kansas City rose to the oc- 
easion and handled them without wetting a 
paper collar on the most dudish commission 
man in the yard. The prices did not show a 
perceptible shiver under the pressure. Native 
cows and heifers, as usual, very scarce; good 
Western cows going at $3.15, and fair Utahs 
at $2.75. A string of Dakota fed Texas cattle 
averaging 1,215 were sold at $3.57. Some 
winter fed Colorados, $3.65@$4, while some 


grass fed Colorados brought $3.35; Texas 
steers from $2. .05, the last figure the 
top notch. exas cows from $1.90@$2.25— 


some lower, but they were poor and not many 
in number. The Cudahy’s, of Omaha, again 
in this market, purchasing 2,044 head. Again 
a banner week for stockers and feeders, 
“busting” all former records, we sent to corn 
crib and pasture last week some 682 cars— 
one year ago 409 cars. It is evident that the 
farmers are finding backers somewhere, and it 
is very questionable if the banks of Kansas 
City, with one exception, are over-generous 
in this respect. Evidently the small country 
banks have faith in the future of this country 
—and this, mind you, in two States whose 
electoral votes are mighty apt to be given to 
another besides McKinley. It is very sig- 
nificant, in the light of some of the large 
banks making such hyper-conservative scru- 
tiny as to whom they shall lend for the next 
sixty days; as cattle paper with cattle behind 
it is ever a gilt-edge security. We are faring 
much better than in the Northern, Western 
and Southern cattle raising States in this re- 
spect. Texas not only complains of tight 
money markets, but rails against the cotton 





$4.75 for hulls, and meal $13@$19.50 per ton 
—these ~— are entirely too steep to com- 
pete with 15c. per bushel corn. Kansas crop 
of corn is now safely considered at not less 
than 224,845,000 bushels, only 24,000, 
bushels greater than 1895—a gain of 11% per 
cent. In the face of this, the mill men had 
better be “a thinking” before the feeders are 
driven to the cattle pens and pastures of Kan- 
sas, Nebraska and Missouri—the three States 
presenting a corn feeding pen never before 
seen in this Western country.

The qurchasers made complaint “of too 
many common, light, grassy hogs,’’ but withal 
the prices, except on heavy hogs, were fairly 
steady on all kinds. With an average. of 


some 219 Ib, or 10 ID heavier than one year 
ago. The prime light hogs varied from $2,85 
to $3.221%4 on Friday, to $3.05 to $3. on 


Tuesday—a fair average of price being $3.10. 


Mixed pecking to prime mediums r ng 
from $2.90 and $3.10 to $2.90 and AD. 
Heavy hogs from $2.80 to $2.75, a few going 
to $3, but they were of the sane kind, and 
were the fewest in numbers. he tops on 
Monday $3.20, with bulk at $2.95 to $3.10, 


and Friday giving tops $3.22\%4, with bulk 
$2.85 to $3.17%. Saturday, as usual, was 
more of a play day than anything else—fore- 
noon mostly spent in swapping’ yarns—the 
afternoon mostly at baseball. 

For the most part of the week prime light 
hogs were short—the week closing with Hast- 
ern orders which could not be filled. Mexico 
was not in market, therefore heavy hogs suf- 
fered. Shipment of hogs last week, 1,594 head 
being 1,269 less than previous week, but 
4,584 more than corresponding week 1895. 
Kingan & Co., Indianapolis, purchased 14 
cars, Cedar Rapids 13 cars—so that the bulk 
of last week’s purchases-a kind of family af- 
fair; New York 5, Detroit 2, Ottumwa 4, 
with 1 car to the City of Beer, 1 car to the 
City of Wind, and 1 car to grease the greas- 
ers of Mexico. Already speculation is begun 
in regard to the future of the hog crop. Some 
feeders have been thrown out. in sixteen 
States—and if one can make an estimate 
from 187 points in this vast track covered by 
the sixteen States, he is a guesser of the first 
water. A good deal of the information is no 
no information such as can be relied on; the 
farmers yet have made no general howl of 
shortage, and the public can rest assured that 
the farmers are not the class to “suffer and 
be silent” on this point. The papers will be 
full of complaint when the hogs get sick and 
die like flies—a good, large, round, decent 
harvest of hogs will be raised, and the aver- 
age weight wont be of the lightest. The corn 
crop will make better pork than fuel.

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HIDE UND SKIN MARKETS. 


PACKER HIDES.—The packer hide mar- 
ket is a thing that just at present it is hard 
to forecast. The large sales made last week, 
100,000 hides or more, will have an effect on 
the market no doubt, but just in what way 
is the question that most disturbs not only the 
hide trade but tanners as well. While some 
believe that it will have a tendency to make 
a firmer market, others believe that with the 
largest customer supplied, there will be a de- 
cline, and other tanners will be able to buy 
at lower figures. This may prove to be so, 
but with the limited supply of hides and the 
prospect of improved business after the po- 
litical question is settled, it is hardly to be 
expected that hides will take much of a drop, 
if any, while on the other hand a boom would 
be very unfortunate in the present condition 
of general business. At the present time the 
hide business is in a very healthy condition, 
and prices not unduly high, when we con- 
sider the comparatively small stock of hides, 
not only in this country, but in the world. 

It is hard to see how the hide market can 
show any material advance until leather 
prices show some advance, for it is conceded 
that at present prices of hides and leather 
there is but little profit for the tanner, and 
for that reason it is only natural that he 
should hesitate about buying hides at steadily 
advancing prices without any corresponding 
advance in leather, for it does not need any 
argument to prove that high priced hides and 
low priced leather are not likely to lead the 
tanner to fortune, so that it looks to the out- 
sider that it would hardly be the part of wis- 
dom for the hide men to force the market 
above what general business conditions war- 
rant. We quote: 

No. 1 NATIVE STEERS, 60 ID and up, 
at 8%c. for August kill, and note sales of 
about 9,000 August natives at 844c., with the 
lights at 7i4c. A sale of 17,000 natives of 
earlier kill, May and June, was made at 8c., 
with 7c. for the lights. 

SPREADY STEERS have received more 
attention, and are quoted at 8c. for late 
killing. 

No. 1 BUTT-BRANDED STEERS, 60 Ib 
and up, are quoted at 7144@7'4c., but no late 
sales. 

No. 1 TEXAS STEERS, 60 ID and up, 
7T%c., with the lights at 6%c., and 20,000 
were sold at these figures. The asking price 
is now 74@7T'e. 

No. 1 COLORADO OR SIDE-BRANDED 
STEERS, 60 ID and up, do not meet with 
much favor, and it seems hard to advance 
prices, and we quote 6@614c., with sales of 
32,000 at, as claimed by seller, 6%4c., but it 
looks more like 6c. 

BRANDED COWS are scarce, and are 
quoted 64@6t4c., with sales of 6,000.

NEW YORK. 


GREEN SALTED CITY HIDES.—The 
market has shown more firmness since the 
reports came from the West of large transac- 
tions at advanced prices. Dealers are now 
asking prices above those which tanners 
seem willing to pay, although it was reported 
that a dealer in New York purchased 12,000 
natives in the West, paying 8%c. A sale of 
4,000 No. 1 natives was made the latter part 
of last week at 8c., and 600 7%c., and 1,200 
nearby natives at 744c. We quote the mar- 
ket this week: 

No. 1 NATIVE STEERS, 60 ID and up, 
814@8%c., with no city sales for the first 
three days of the week. There is talk of a 
9c. market, but it would not appear to have 
its foundation on any condition existing in 
the leather trade to warrant the tanner in 
purchasing beyond his present necessities. 

No. 1 BUTT-BRANDED STEERS, 60 Ib 
and up, 7@7\4c. asked, but buyers were not 
responsive at these quotations. 

SIDE-BRANDED STEERS, 60 Ib and up, 
614c. asked. An absence of transactions. 

COWS firm, 6@6%4c. flat. 

BULLS, 6@6@%%4c. flat. 

CALFSKINS have not received the atten- 
tion for the current week given to hides. 
Trade in them has been apparently neglected, 
while the hide market was receiving atten- 
tion. The prices are about the same as noted 
a week ago, with perhaps a feeling of more 
firmness, with an improvement for finished 
skins developing. 


BOSTON. 

HIDES.—The market is firmer beyond 
doubt, and dealers hold prices so that tanners 
must either pay the price or go without the 
hides, though it is certainly not a pleasant 
position to be in, when to buy means loss and 
to remain idle is certain loss. The tanners of 
buff hides have not had a pleasant time of it, 
for they find it next to impossible to raise the 





price of leather to correspond to the increase 
in the price of hides. We quote buff at 7c., 
while there is talk of a 7i4c. market. 

NEW ENGLAND HIDES move in about 
the same old rut as for several weeks past, 
and are quoted at 64,@6%c. for cows and 
Tléc. for steers. 

CALFSKINS cut but very little figure in 
the market, and only the best fresh skins are 


in demand. 
PHILADELPHIA. 


HIDES.—The market is strong on all 
grades of hides and quotations are firmly held, 
though tanners do not rush in to buy, and 
yet there is more interest taken by them in 
hides than there has been for some time back. 
There seems to be more confidence among 
both dealers and tanners that prices are likely 
to hold and that gives more firmness all 
around. 

CALFSKINS.—The local tanners have 
practically forsaken the market, as prices are 
too high to admit of any profit. 


KANSAS CITY. 


In vain be’ the tanners’ protest—like that 
classic ghost—hides will not down—though oft 
depressed—they bob up serenely, in spite of 
calamity howl from granger or from dwellers 
of Calamity Block in Wall Street. They are 
a very dead article, but display more buoy- 
ancy than any other article of commerce. The 
changing of 100,000 hides in one day from 
packer to tanner, over $400,000, is no small 
thing. And now, with the remaining 100,000 
will the“luck” be for or against him? The 
largest maw of the trade is filled for the 
present—there are several other tanners that, 
if they so desired, would make short work of 
that. number—but will they pitch in? Two 
very large ones have been absent from the 
market for some time—they claim to have 
ample stocks—another large one who had set 
his heart on 414c. Texas cows and 5i4c. Texas 
steers got badly left in that expectation; he 
has nibbled right along by 3,000 and 5,000 
mouthfuls now and then, to keep the vats 
going; if he came in he has the capacity of 
masticating 100,000 hides in short order—but 
will he come? And the large packers are 


-watching very anxiously this large fish, and 


a few others, that somehow keep back in the 
depths of the pool and will not take a good 
hold of the bait. A good deal depends on a 
few large tanners in the next three weeks. On 
the native hide market the packers can well 
afford to be easy—one may say indifferent, as 
the kill is, and will be, very small in the next 
seven weeks. But branded stock is coming 
with a rush; from present prospects there will 
be plenty of such, and should they be able to 
sell at present asking prices all they can 
slaughter in the next three weeks—it would 
be a very easy matter for them to hold the 
slaughter from that time until election day. 
And the outlook is very promising for higher 
prices—unless a panic comes there will be 
very little show during the remainder of this 
year for much lower prices. It is not for- 
gotten that fully seven-eighths of the tanners 
in this country are living from hand to mouth 
—and of them a good many are just moving 
the waters of the vats to keep the liquors 
from “souring.” After Nov. 3 where are the 
hides to fill the empty vats? While they may 
protest paying high prices, and shudder while 
they pay—still they have to hold their custom- 
ers, and idle machinery deteriorating in value 
very rapidly—better a little loss, with hopes of a 
better future, than closing the tannery alto- 
gether. It is a very grave question, if now 
even at present asking prices of 74c. for 
Texas steers, and 644c. for Texas cows, it 
would not be better for the tanners who are 
holding back to take a few thousand, than 
wait until after election. Even if McKinley 
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should by any possible means be beaten, 
which does not seem likely, this country is 
going to go right on; we will drive horses, 
drive machinery, wear boots and shoes, be the 
reigning poweis Pope John or Pope Joan; and 
it must not be forgotten, money will come, no 
matter what panic may darken the skies for 
a day or two. When Englishmen will fill the 
coffers of a Turk in exchange for bonds, and 
pour a stream of money into silver Mexico, 
they will not hesitate if we were on a silver 
basis to-morrow to fill our lap with loans. 
They only hesitate now to know what we pro- 
pose to pay for future borrowing. English- 
men know we are the richest and the most 
honorable people in the world—and they are 
very willing to lend in the kind we guarantee 
to pay. ‘Therefore the outlook for higher 
prices on hides in the very near future is not 
such an absurd idea. In the meantime, for 
the next four weeks when a tanner is willing 
to pay very close to the packers’ asking price 
an exchange will benefit both parties; for the 
saying is very old and very true: “It is poor 
policy to beggar a good customer.” 


SUMMARY. 


The market may safely be called a very 
firm one on all kinds of raw stocks, whether 
of hides or skins. The very large sales of 
hides in the West has very materially reduced 
the holdings of the packers and puts them in 
just that much better position to hold their 
stock for present quotations. Some believe 
that the large sale will tend to the advance in 
prices, while others believe that the fact that 
the largest tanning concern has for the pres- 
ent a stock of hides, and can therefore keep 
out of the market, will cause a decline in 
prices rather than a raise. Of one thing there 
is room for doubt, and that is, that the sup- 
ply of hides is not large and packers can con- 
sequently afford to hold fairly firm for pres- 
ent prices. That there has been an increase 
of confidence among business men of all kinds 
cannot be doubted, and that will in time nat- 
urally lead to more business, and if the finan- 
cial situation becomes easier tanners will be 
in a better position to buy hides than most 
of them have been for some time back. 
Viewed from all points, the outlook is decided- 
ly better and a slow but general improve- 
ment seems assured.

CLASSIFACATION OF HIDES. 


The following is the regular classification 
of hides adopted by the Chicago hide dealers 
and tanners: Green hides—Hides just as they 
come from the animals, never having been 
salted. Part cured hides—Hides that have 
been salted, but not enough in salt to be thor- 
oughly cured. Green salted hides—Hides that 
have been salted long enough to be thorough- 
ly cured. Green kip—All veal skins running 
from 15 ID to 25 ID shall be classed as veal 
kip. All long haired and thin skins running 
from 8 ID to 25 Ib shall be classed as runners. 
Green calf—All veal skins running from 8 ID 
to 15 ID: Deacon skins under 8 ID shall be 
classed as deacons. Dry flint hides—Are 
thoroughly dry hides having been salted while 
green. Grubby hides—Hides having one or 
more grubs. 

All dry kip and calf shall be classed the 
same as hides. All hides shall be free from 
salt, dirt, meat, dung, horns, tail bones and 
sinews; and before being weighed all such 
substances shall be removed, or a proper de- 
duction made from the weight; and when the 
head is not split in the center, it shall be 
made straight before being weighed. All bull, 
stag, tainted, grubby,badly scarred, cut, scored 
and murrain hides, both green and dry, shall 
be classed as damaged, unless they shall be 
very badly damaged, when they shall be 
classed as glue stock. Dry hides, which are 
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motheaten, sunburnt or weatherbeaten, shall 
be classed as damaged. All kip and calf, both 
green and dry, shall be trimmed the same as 
hides, with the exception that the tail bone 
may be left in calfskins. All green cured 
hides of 60 ID and over shall be called light 
hides. All dry hides 25 ID and over shall be 
called heavy, and all dry hides under 25 ID

COTTONSEED OIL; 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 


A MORE ACTIVE AND STEADY MAR- 
KET 
has beeti the feature of the past week, es- 
pecially in crude, for which the new crop 
basis seems to have been pretty fairly es- 
tablished on increasing transactions, both for 
Eastern and Western account, .as the trade 
generally seems to have come to the conclu- 
sion that they will see little, if any, lower 
prices on this crop. But last week’s activity 
in old yellow, for export, has not been main- 
tained, partly because the shorts then cov- 
ered their most urgent contracts for near 
shipment, but largely because of the scarcity 
of ocean freights, and the consequent advance 
from the old basis of 50c..a barrel to Liver- 
pool to $1, and other ports in proportion: The 
urgency of demand abroad for our breadstuffs 
and cotton have enabled shippers of those 
staples to pay higher freights than was pos- 
sible for the shippers of cotton oil, as there 
has been no advance on the other side in the 
latter to correspond with the advance in 
freights. Yet there is supposed to be a ‘con- 
siderable short interest for shipment, for the 
balance of this month, to French and Ger- 
man ports, although supplies on the dther 
side of soap stocks are fair, and, so far as 
known, there is no urgent demand for imme- 
diate shipment; except to fill these old :con- 
tracts, new business ‘being impossible. It 
would thus appear that while compound lard , 
refiners and the trade here generally, have ' 
accepted present prices as a safe basi “for 
the new crop, this cannot yet be said of the 
exporters; although the former must eventual- 
ly control the latter. In fact, there has ap- 
peared to be some dispostion among refiners 
to anticipate their wants, on the further re- 
duction in cotton crop estimates, and the in- 
ability of crushers to get seed at lower fig- 
ures; for the Weather Report of the Gorvern- 
ment for the past week, instead of showing 
any encouragement for a better final outcome 
of the crop, was worse than before, and ‘the 
expectation of the latter is now scarcely -en- 
tertained. The fact that crushers have been 


“more free buyers of seed in the Mississippi 


Valley and Texas, at late prices, indicates 
that they have accepted the present situation 
as a safe basis upon which to enter the new 
crop. There is no speculation, however, no- 
ticeable as yet, except that the refiners were 
willing to anticipate their wants, to some ex- 
tent, but this can scarcely be called specula- 
tion, as it is only a return to their former 
practice of carrying some stock ahead of their 
current consumption; in other words, it | 
evinces more confidence in the future of 
prices... While this is true of the buyers of | 
cottonseed and of oil, the planters have been 
more free sellers of seed at last week’s fig- 
ures in Texas and the Mississippi Valley, 
where the demand from planters for fertiliz- - 
ers does not interfere with the crushers estab- 
lishing the price. But in the Atlantic States 
the planters have been paying more money 
for seed for fertilizing than the crushers 
could pay, and compete with the Mississippi 
Valley and Texas; hence scareely anything 
has been done in that section, except in the 
Southeast. The tightness of the money mar- 
ket, and the trouble with the New Orleans 
banks, curtailing largely the usual accommo- 
dation of planters and crushers, for holding 
seed or oil, has had much to do with the im= 
creased and free movement of both seed and 
crude oil, for this season of the year, which - 
is unusually early for this reason, as well as 
owing to the early harvest. 

In regard to the situation of this market, 
we have obtained the opinion of some of the 
leading men in the trade as to the prospects 
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of a maintenance of the present prices or of 
an advance on the same. Mr. Charles Dex- 
ter Miller, of Hopkins, Dwight & Co., said: 
“While there is nothing to warrant a big ad- 
vance in cotton oil, while the grease, tallow 
and lard markets remain at or near their pres- 
ent low level, there is little room for any. fur- 
ther decline, and we have seen the bottom for 
cottonseed oil. For the cottonseed crop is not 
only short in quantity, but inferior in quality, 
as samples sent up from the North Atlantic 
States show, in some cases, fully two-thirds 
of the seed in the bolls immature, while the 
yield will be less in proportion to the total 
cotton crop than usual.” As to foreign ‘de- 
mand for this staple, Mr. Dexter said: “I 
will quote a gentleman who has just returned 
from London, and gives the following con- 
versation with a leading financier of that 
city, giving the view taken there of American 
securities and products. This. banker said: 
“We have plenty of money, but we do not 
want to buy anything that America can pro- 
duce on printing presses; yet we are ready 
to take anything she has in shape of produce, 
as that has a known and not a printed value.” 

Mr. Henry C. Butcher, of Philadelphia, 
president of the Southern Cotton Oil Com- 
pany, says that seed is moving more freely in 
Texas and Alabama, and that most of the 

‘mills in those sections are now running, being 
able to obtain seed enough at $5@$7.50 at the 
stations in the former State, and at $6@$7 in 
the latter, but that the season has not really 
opened in other States, where the prices of 
seed are yet unsettled. He also says there 
is more demand than for a long time from 
Western compound lard refiners, and that 
15e. is now quite generally bid at central 
points of shipment in both the States named, 
with 16c. asked. 

Mr. C. B. Tainter, of the Kentucky Refin- 
ing Co., said:.““Nearby Atlantic States are of- 
fering crude oil at 16c., but not freely, with 
lie. bid, as they are getting little seed at 
$6.6614, which is all the crushers are able to 
pay, while the planters are paying $8@$9 for 
it delivered on the plantation for fertilizer, 
and keeping seed away from the mills. But 
this is not true of the Mississippi Valley and 
Texas, where little or no demand for fertiliz- 
ing exists; and hence the freer movement of 
seed in those sections than on the Atlantic 
coast.’’ 

Monday’s sales were 1,000 bbls. off-yellow 
at 23%c. for choice, 500 bbls. of prime old 
yellow at 24c., both spot New York, with 
sales of 10 tanks in Texas of new crude at 
144,@15c. to Western refiners, who also took 
15 tanks recently at Southeastern mills at 16c. 

On Tuesday 800 tes. prime old yellow sold 
in New York at 23%4c., and 350 choice ditto, 
in lots, at 24¢., although there was but one 
seller in the market at under the latter figure. 
On the other hand, there was no buyer at 
over the former figure, except for small lots. 
There is now a division in the trade at New 
York among the sellers themselves, which 
hitherto has been unitedly bullish; one of the 
leading cbmpanies evidently thinking present 
prices are high enough, and they are willing

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OPINION ON COTTON OIL. 


Under date of 15th inst., Hopkins, Dwight 
& Co., of New York, sent out the following 
cireular: 

The long dullness that prevailed in the cot- 
ton oil market was broken in the early part 
of last week by liberal sales of oil and an ad- 
vance of le. a gallon, prime summer yellow 
selling in some quantity at 24c. per gallon. 
We think the newspaper reports of the vol- 
ume of sales of oil are exaggerated. While 
there appears to be more confidence in the 
price of oil than has been manifested for some 
time past, the business has been seriously 
checked by the inability to get freight room 
even at the advance, as well as by the lower 
rates of exchange. The continued bad cotton 
crop reports have probably made people feel 
that it would probably affect the amount of 
seed crushed, and our. advices about the cot- 
ton crop indicate that the premature opening 
of the bolls means that there will be much 
less oil to be made from the seed taken from 
these immature bolls than might be expected, 
and our advices also indicate that the chances 
for a top crop are quite moderate. A more 
direct reason for a stronger tone to prices is 
that the low price at which cotton oil has 
sold and is now selling does not permit the 
Atlantic mills to pay the price which the best 
cotton planters consider the seed to be worth 
to them, namely, $10 per ton. At the price 
now ruling, about $8 per ton, they are not 
selling; hence our Atlantic mills are getting 
very little seed. Our reports from New Or- 
leans also indicate that there is very little seed 
coming. This may be due to a combination 
by the planters in the Mississippi Valley to 
hold their seed with the idea of compelling 
the mills to pay higher prices for their sup- 
plies. In Texas, the evidence has been until 
the past few days that the seed is moving 
very freely. We quote from a despatch of a 
Dallas oil broker to us on the 10th inst., as 
follows: “The receipts of seed are very heavy, 
moving early; several mills have shut down, 
will make no more oil this season, because 
crop short. There is no margin in buying

seed at present.” Since that time we under- |

In all sections of the cotton belt the monetary | 
stringency is seriously affecting the ability of | 
the mills to buy seed, even if it were offered 
freely. Money is very tight, and it is difficult 
to get enough to move the cotton crop with 
freedom, and hence the mills find it very dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, to obtain an ordinary 
supply of funds to fill their seed warehouses. 
Under all these circumstances there is no 
reason why any one should reasonably ex- 
pect much if any decline in the price of cot- 
ton oil until we are further advanced in the | 
season and find that the production and sup- | 
ply may be greater than is now indicated. On | 
the other hand, there is not much in the pres- 
ent situation to encourage the belief in a| 
advance from present prices.

PRESERVATIVES FOR GLUE. 
(Copyrighted.) 

There is hardly another substance of or- 
ganic nature which decomposes so rapidly as 
glue, especially at temperatures from 80° to 
120° F., which are most dangerous for sour- 
ing and fermenting all organic products. The 
different stages of souring of weak glue 
liquors are well known to the practical manu- 
facturer. At first the clear liquor starts to 
turn a milky white and to form a light foam 
on its surface; later on the characteristic 
smell of souring glue can be noticed. If the 
decomposition is not stopped the glue liquors 
begin to assume a dark color, a strong odor 
and a distinctly acid reaction. Such sour 
liquors are difficult to evaporate; they foam 
badly and give a poor glue. 

If a strong evaporated liquor is allowed to 
turn sour the solid glue jelly will show a con- 
vex surface. The glue jelly is full of holes, 
and if too far decomposed can not be cut, as 
in attempting to do so it crumbles to pieces. 
Such glue jelly has a dark greenish color and 
a very strong odor of sulphurated hydrogen. 
Cutting and drying of such glue offers great 
difficulties. Very few decomposed glues will 
set at all in the coolers, and are therefore a 
dead loss. Glues which sour during the dry- 
ing process show in the first stages a silky 
white surface which, under the magnifying 
glass appears to be a complexity of very small 
holes, these holes increasing as the decompo- 
sition continues; but they are distinctly dif- 
ferent from the ones caused by too rapid dry- 
ing. 

Sour glues cause great damage and loss in 
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glue factories and frequently bring endless 
difficulties, as it is very often almost impos- 
sible, with existing conditions, to locate the 
real cause of it. Carefully prepared glues do 
not require any preservative, or, in other 
words, substances which are supposed to 
make good everything that has been neglect- 
ed during previous stages of the manufacture. 
The best preservative for glue is undoubted- 
ly sulphurous acid. It gives to the manufac- 
turer an excellent material for bleaching glue 
and to prevent the souring of same. If limed 
stock treated with sulphurous acid did not 
receive a thorough washing the dry glue will 
show either a rough, whitish surface, or it 
will be full of white spots, which are nothing 
else but crystallized sulphite of lime. Quick 
drying and coloring of glue with zinc white 
prevents the crystallization of the sulphite of 
lime. Boracic acid, although an excellent 
preservative for meats, has little effect on 
glues. It has to be used in such large quan- 
tities to be effective, as to make its use rather 
too expensive. A very preferable preserva- 
tive for our purposes are zinc salts, either 
oxide alone for coloring, or in the form of sul- 
phate or chloride of zinc. Sulphate of zinc 
has a similar effect on dry glues as sulphurous 
acid; it makes glues white on account of 
crystallization of sulphite of lime. Further- 
more it gives the glue a tendency to foam in 
the evaporation, and therefore should prefer- 
ably be used on thick glue liquors.. Chloride 
of zine leaves the glues clear without any 
white specks, but retards the drying very 
much, owing to the formation of chloride of 
calcium in the glue, which chloride of calcium 
being of a very hygroscopic nature, retains 
moisture with great energy. Dry glues con- 
taining such chloride of calcium, if allowed 
to stand for some time will become soft and 
flexible, gaining considerable weight, to our 
own experience, as much as 5 per cent. 

Bichloride of mercury is a very strong pre- 
servative, but darkens the glue, furthermore, 
it is too expensive and too poisonous for or- 
dinary use. Alum is a good preservative, but 
is liable to give glues a flaky appearance if 
proper care is not taken. 


A new preservative has lately been pro- 
posed and recommended for glues and glue 
liquors. This preservative, formaldehyde, in- 
troduced under fancy names of formaline, 
fermalose and numerous other ones, is a 
very powerful antiseptic. A very small uan- 
tity of it is sufficient to keep glues indefinite- 
ly, one-quarter per cent. being the maximum 
quantity required and allowed. If ap lied in 
large proportions it forms an insoluble com- 
pound with the glue, and care is therefore re- 
quired in the application of this otherwise ex- 
cellent preservative.

CUTTING THE SOAP; CUTTING FRAMES. 


In some instances the makers construct 
cast-iron frames only. The wires are readily 
removed and put in and may be adjusted to 
any spacing. With regard to the wooden 
frame which is necessary to fasten the iron 
frames upon, as the principal of one of the 
soap making machinery firms say’, “any car- 
penter can make that.” 

In instances where a soap frame is used in- 
stead of an iron one, the former is made of 
much greater capacity, the primary object in 
view being to retain the heat which is more 
readily accomplished when the mass of ma- 
terial is greater, thus facilitating the mottling. 

Where mottling is necessary, it will be 
found impossible to produce such in a satis- 
factory manner when the soap is rapidly col- 
ored. 

The slabbing operation is at times executed 
when the frame is standing, the sides and 
ends being removed. In other instances the 
formation of the frame will permit of the re- 
moval of the soap to a stationary slabbing ap- 
paratus, this mode of procedure being facili- 
tated by the frame being mounted on wheels. 
When the frame is stationary the slabbing is 
very generally done with the hand. The cut- 
ter has a gauge with little points in it at the 
proper intervals, indicating the thickness of 
the slab he wishes to cut, and he marks each 
of the four corners of the block of soap with 
this gauge, making a score in the soap to 
guide the cutting wire. A wire attached to 
two handles (composed simply of two round 
pieces of wood) is then passed over to one 
man, who takes his station behind the block 
of soap, and adjusts it to each mark in turn, 
the man in front drawing the wire through 
the soap, and thus cutting it, one slab at a 
time. A much quicker and more satisfactory 
way than this is to have a slabbing machine, 
which cuts the whole block into slabs in al- 
most as short a time as it takes to cut a sin- 
gle slab with the hand. The machine is 
quite simple in its construction, and is, there- 
fore, easily and cheaply made. It consists 
of three different parts. There is first a 
wooden frame, made of four pieces of bat- 
ten, something the same shape as the soap 


-frame itself—that is, oblong—but a little larg- 


er, and only six inches or so high—we mean 
the same shape, so far as its length and 
breadth are concerned. It is a mere wood 
frame, or seat rather, to put over the soap 
and rest’on the floor, along which is to travel 
another wooden upright frame with the cut- 
ting wires in it. For this purpose this wood- 
en rest, or frame, as we have called it, must 
have screwed on to its two sides two thin 
pieces of iron running from end to end, and 
overlapping the wood by about a quarter of 
an inch on the outer sides. Another of the 
pieces consists of an upright frame on wheels, 
made of four pieces of strong batten, bound 
together, on which are hung the pinion 
wheels. The third piece is another upright 
frame of wood with little iron catches at the 
bottom, which fit into the pieces of iron 
screwed on to the wooden rest, and along 
which it is intended that this frame should 
travel. Across this frame the cutting wires

are stretched, at intervals of the intended 
thickness of the slab. These wires are fixed 
with piano*pins, and can be tightened at 
pleasure; Hach frame of this kind will, of 
course, only eut the one thickness of slab, so 
that. for every different size of slab you must 
have a frame for itself; but they are so cheap- 
ly and easily made, and last so long, that this 
is scarcely & Consideration. The first part of 
the machine is now placed on the floor en- 
closing, as ityawere, the block of soup, and the 
wire frame is. fixed on to the iron runners; 
the second part on wheels is run up against 
the block of soap, and hooked on to the wire 
frame, with bands made from canvas or other 
sutitable material. The canvas must be strong 
und double, and through the end of each band 
is a strong hook. The handle, of the small 
pinion wheel is now turned, and the wire 
frame drawn along the runners and through 
the soap, separating the whole block 
slabs in a few minutes, The two 
pinion wheels have each an axle 
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right across the wooden frame, and on both 
ends of each is a small drum (if it may be 
ealled a drum). Rather it might be called a 
thickened axle around which the bands are 
wound as the wire frame is drawn through 
the There are four bands, one above 
and one below, on each side of the machine. 
The machine having the pinion wheels all on 
one side requires to have a foot piece of lead 
as a counter balance. The soap is now ready 
to be cut into bars, and a machine and proc- 
ess, similar to the slabbing machine and proc- 
ess, may be employed. That is to say, it is 
again a case of drawing a frame of set wires 
through the whole of the soap at one opera- 
tion. <A similar frame, fitted with pinion 
wheels, such as we have deseribed, is attached 
to a permanent table, which is mounted on 
wheels and which has runners. This table is 
drawn alongside the frame of soap after it 
has been slabbed, and the slabs, one by one, 
are lifted off and set up on end on this table, 
against the other, until the whole frame 
The whole is then drawn 
off to whatever you propose to set up the bars 
to dry.

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THE AMERICAN HOG. 


In live stock husbandry it must be borne in 
mind that the United States is the great pork 
making country ef the world. Hog products 
the world must have, and as the corn crop is 
indispensable to this industry, here, where its 
immense proportions completely overshadow 
the crop of other lands, the hog is, and always 
will be, a correlative and proportionate fac- 
tor side by side with corn among American 
rural industries. It is true that the general 
stagnation in business has affected the swine 
interest along with the others, but it is also 
true that this branch of the live stock indus- 
try has suffered less than many others. Again, 
it is a well known fact that low prices for 
hog products do not, as frequently occurs 
with other staple products, rule low for any 
great length of time. Apparently a better feel- 
ing is discernible in business circles just now 
than has prevailed for many months past, The 
movement of abundant crops is preceded by 
largeshipmentsof gold from Europe to pay for 
them, and other hopeful and reassuring signs 
indicate more confidence in business circles. 
The corn crop of the country this year will be 
a large one, and that means a good demand 
for stock to consume it, in which hogs cut a 


very large figure. Thinking farmers who 
study the economic side of their operations 


(and what intelligent farmer does not?) know 
that there an advantage in turning grain 
into meat; that is, in dollars and cents, while 
at the same time this plan retains much of 
the fertility of their land, which is lost when 
the grain is sold and consumed off the farm. 
Hog products, all know, are among our 
chief staples, and will not “go.” The hog is 
here to stay, for the world demands his meat, 
and the conditions present in the United 
States to produce bacon, hams and lard in 
their best estate are hardly matched else- 
where in the world. This branch of the ani- 
mal industry of the country, therefore, will 
never be neglected. Besides, it is held by 
many that the hog brings in more money than 


is 


as 


fifty years, but probably there is no change 
more marked than in swine rearing and the 
management of hogs. The writer speaks from 
personal observation and experience. At that 
middle-century period in the “great West” (of 
that day) the method, or rather lack of meth- 
od, in stock raising was simple and primi- 
tive. The lands were new, of virgin fertility, 
and the cost of raising corn was nominal. The 
forests had been subjected to comparatively 
few inroads, and each year produced tons of 
mast. Hogs roamed through them at will, in 
the fall became very fat, and were “finished” 
for market by a few weeks of corn feeding. 
They were strong and healthy, and when fat 
reached market—sometimes 100 miles away— 
on foot. The hog of that era has disappeared, 
and no one regrets his absence, for he would 
not now fill the bill. The requirement to-day 
a very different animal. Nor is it for 
a very large and heavy hog, such as was in 
vogue some years ago. One of the valuable 
lessons of the present day is this, as a promi- 
nent farmer and writer puts it: “Farmers 
have learned that 400 pounds of carcase can 
be made from two pigs in less than half the 
time and at much less cost than from one 
hog, and with a reduced risk of loss from dis- 
ease, so that all conditions favor the produc- 
tion of a fat pig rather than a heavy hog.” 

Large carcases do not sell in the market as 
readily as smaller ones and intelligent farm- 
ers, ever on the alert, are directing their at- 
tention to the production of light-weight, well- 
finished pigs weighing 180 or 200 pounds in 
order to obtain top prices. The best breeds 
and the best methods to secure the most 
profit, these are the essentials in this great 
branch of the live stock industry.—American 
Cultivator.

R. & Ss, Indiana.—To make lard which will 
stand up well in summer there are several 
ways,.the most natural, or at least most 
simple, is based upon the proper selection of 
the stock from which the lard is to be rendered. 
The melting point of the fat of the swine 
varies with the part of the body from which 
it is faken. As a genéral rule, applying to 
hogs, as well as cattle, sheep and other ani- 
mals, the fat taken from near the surface of 
the body, and especially also taken from the 
smaller parts of the body which are liable to 
be more affected by the atmospheric tempera- 
ture, has a lower melting point than the fat 
which forms part of the interior of the large 
parts of the body. Im accordance with this 
rule, the fat from the foot of the swine has 
a “hardness” as low as 32° C., while the in- 
testinal fat has a hardness of 44° C. and 
above. With proper attention to these facts 
and a careful selection of the stock, leaving 
aside and for different use the fat of the hog 
feet and heads, and using principally intes- 
tinal, back and kidney fat, a lard can be pro- 
duced which will “stand up” nicely, even in 
warm weather. But frequently it becomes 
necessary to work up all the softer fats 
(head and feet) into lard, and a selection of 
the stock is not possible. The easiest remedy 
then is to add to the lard sufficient lard stear- 
ine (for which oleo stearine has frequently 
been substituted) to supply to it the required 
hardness. The addition of lard stearine can- 
not be called an adulteration of the lard, as 
it virtually amounts to the same as removing 
part of the excess of oily component of the 
lard. Whoever is acquainted with the sep- 
aration of lard into stearine and lard oil will 
readily agree with us on this point, and will 
admit the correctness of our remark and sug- 
gestion. Another remedy to give lard more of 
the desired stiffness is to mix and beat the 
lard in a mixing machine, thereby working 
air into the lard, which at once assumes more 
stiffness. This is, however, a doubtful rem- 
edy, though in some cases largely used. There 
are some preparations, as sodium bicarbonate, 
borax, ete., which are claimed to have a 
hardening effect upon the lard; some times 
they may have the desired effect. If the fat 
is for any time exposed to a high temperature 
and pressure while being rendered, the fat is 
liable to spoil. A continued heating at 40 
to 45 Ib pressure is sufficient to ruin a good 
deal of lard. To reduce the necessity of such 
heat is it desirable to produce all conditions to 
allow the stock to be rendered at a low tem- 
perature. This can be accomplished by wash- 
ing and cutting the stock into thin shreds, 
which will permit the fat to “try” out readily. 

Jersey City.—(1) The rejection of casings 
is not proof positive that the hogs were dis- 
eased, although it lends color to that pre- 
sumption. We heard of the case before, but 
did not think then, nor do we now, believe it 
to be a fit subject for publication. Your 
manuscript is at your disposal. (2) That 
dead hog grease matter is also stale and not 
acceptable. With the present prices of lard 
it is hardly creditable, either. We are not 
scandal mongers; we issue a newspaper for 








the benefit of the trade, and not to ventilate 
personal grievances. 

Bettors, Kansas City.—575,806 sheep were 
slaughtered in Kansas City in 1895. This 
comprises 6644 per cent, of the receipts. In 
1890 there were received 199,000 sheep there, 
of which only 37.1 per cent. were slaughtered; 
2,145,131 hogs were packed in Kansas City 
during 1895, against 2,348,073 in 1890.

1. E. F., lowa.—It seems almost impossible 
to put into proper sanitary condition a rend- 
ering establishment where butcher bones 
and dead horses are rendered in wood- 
en boxes, the steam and gases escap- 
ing through .a wooden stack. <An_ es- 
tablishment with such primitive facilities 
for carrying on a business of this nature will 
probably not be tolerated in any civilized com- 
munity, at least it should not. We do not 
feel inclined te give you any advice regarding 
Ways and means to improve the condition of 
your factory, and the value of your product. 
In the present hard times it seems scarcely 
fair to tell a manufacturer to tear down his 
old plant and replace it by a new one, and yet 
that is the only sound advice we can give you. 
It is possible, however, that you may over- 
come a great deal of the obnoxious features 
of your syste:a by connecting the wooden vent 
boxes with a strong exhaust fan, to draw all 
the gases and vapors from the vats and force 
them through a shower of cold water, which 
would condense and carry off the bad odors. 
This arrangement is, however, rather expen- 
sive, and itis very doubtful whether it would 
be good policy. With closed iron tanks, connect- 
ed with a proper condenser and sufficient fa- 
cilities to work up the tank residues without 
delay, you could not only avoid the offensive 
features of your system, but you would also 
improve the quality of your products and in- 
crease the yield of same, surely results which 
should justify considerable outlay. We feel 
certain that your present system of rendering 
leaves more than 15 per cent. fat in your 
tankage. Send us a sample of your tankage 
for analysis; if an accurate and honest test 
does not show over 12 per cent. grease in the 
tankage we will not make any charge for our 
trouble. 

R. 8., Ohio.—We have repeatedly stated in 
these columns that it is impossible to name or 
make a universal panacea for any and all 
waters which may cause trouble in boilers; 
least of all is it possible to prescribe any of 
the numerous concoctions to prevent the for- 


mation of seale. ‘There are in the market 
some very effective mechanical appliances 
which prevent scale by removing the scale 


producing elements before the water enters 
into the boiler; there are also a few chemical 
compounds which added to the water will pre- 
cipitate those elements in form of a loose mud 
rather than a hard scale; such loose mud can 
easily be removed by frequent “blowing off” 
of the boilers. We can only be of real service 
to you in this matter if you will send us a 
sample (at least a quart) of your water; we 
can then easily name the best and most eco- 
nomical remedy for your trouble.

establishment, has completed the rebuilding 
of the rendering department of his establish- 
ment on the Concord road, Chester, Pa., re- 
cently destroyed by fire.

The mill 
at Sherman, Tex., has a large amount of 
seed, but just how much we do not know. 
More seed has already been marketed in 
Texas than was ever known before by the 
15th of October, and the prospects are that 
the heavy marketing of seed will continue 
for some time to come. The cool nights and

heavy dews we are having is making a con- 
siderable top crop, especially on bottom lands. 
Blooms on the cotton in this section of the 
State, up to the end of this month, will make 
cotton, provided, of course, we do not have 
frost earlier than usual. Cool, damp nights 
with warm days is causing the bolls to mature 
rapidly, much faster than would be the case 
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if we had rain. There is no cause to com- 
plain about the receipts of seed in Texas up to 
this time.

ROTTERDAM ITEMS. 


Rotterdam, Sept. 8, 1896. 

The demand for provisions remains very 
lively. At present it is almost up to the 
average of former years. The stock in hand 
suffices to meet the demand, and though the 
bulk of the purchases has arrived, there is 
still enough left to be shipped to meet the 
eurrent wants in the near future. Offers 
generally remain very firm and do not seem 
inclined to follow the declining tendency of 
the Chicago market; the weak tendency there 
makes the importers suspicious as to which 
turn the market will take, and every one 
having plenty of stock on hand prefers to 
calmly await what will happen. Should the 
market be more firm and even advancing, the 
present condition here would without doubt 
lead to a great many orders. This year is 
characterized by the almost total absence of 
demand for lean meats; formerly during sum- 
mer there was always a brisk inquiry for 
clear bellies and clear backs; at this moment 
sales are sporadic and are no more looked for 
in any volume. It is quite probable that the 
relative high price of clear bellies has much 
to do with this fact. The trade at Antwerp 
is also reported very good, the demand is 
brisk and what.is offered in fresh stuff eager- 
ly taken. Germany also has shown more dis- 
position to buy, and although there lean meats 
have been also in small demand, some inquir- 
ies for fair parcels clear middles were received. 
For shipment to Stettin, it is said that some 
5,000 tes. lard have been bought at the end 
of the past month. 

Oleo oil has been quiet during the past 
week; in view of the small stock the import- 
ers asked for higher prices after the steamer 
Maasdam was discharged. At higher prices, 
however, the buyers did not come into the 
market, partly perhaps because .butter was 
.zenerally weak and the butterine demand was 
influenced by it, with the result that at un- 
changed prices sales were effected. .The sales 
for the week amount to 2,000 tes., of which 
865 tes. sold on shipment; stock 1, tes, 
shipments 6,800 tes. 

Neutral. Jard has been slightly lower, with 
small or no demand. 

Cottonseed oil has been much firmer of late, 
with an improved demand; strictly choice oils 
in small quantities sold at 23 florins. A sale 
of 1,000 bbls. Union at 22 florins, must have 
been transacted at the end of the past month.

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CHICAGO PROVISON REVIEW. 

The provision market was steady and quiet 
and utterly devoid of anything startling. Re- 
ceipts of hogs for the week were liberal at 
144,201, although not up to last week by 
9,000.

About the only feature in the market was the 
liquidation of quite a line of October ribs by 
Counselman & Day and the Angle-American 
on Saturday.

$3.12%. The shipments of lard and cut meats 
for the week have. been very heavy. Lard 
40,000 tcs., meats 17,000,000 ID. A large 
amount of these shipments were for abroad 
and houses with foreign connections report 
their offerings The foreigners have 
evidently awoke to the fact that prime steam 
lard about 34c. a ID is cheap and a very safe 
investment. The speculative market is still 
a very narrow one. But confidence is being 
restored, and this will broaden the market 
and increase speculation, and with increased 
trading higher prices are sure to follow. Buy- 
ers this week have been able to see a proiit 
in their purchases; although a small one. 
Heretofore they have generally had a loss be- 
fore they could get the trade down on their 
card. The election in Maine cut but very 
little figure in the market, for the reason 
that a heavy Republican victory was looked 
for, and although the result was far greater 
than generally conceded, it did not bull the 
market. Operators in grain and stocks had 
all loaded up to sell out on the advance they 
expected to come Tuesday morning on the an- 
nouncement of the result. But it was an- 
other case of too many on one side, and they 
sold out at a loss of lc. a bushel in wheat 
and from 1 to 2 points in Stocks. Provisions 
gained a little inprice, so all things considered, 
they did very well. The market looks like 
going higher, and it would not be surprising 
to see $1 a barrel added to the price in a 
short time, but that would probably be the 
extent of the advance, for there is no good 
reason for expecting high prices. But a reac- 
tion from the record breaking values we have 
now is altogether likely. 

The cash demand from the South is good 
and the stocks of cured meats are fast being 
used up.

HOGS.—The conditions surrounding the 
hog movement not having changed, and the 
causes which have increased the receipts dur- 
“ing the past. three or four weeks being still 
in existence, the supply for this week will 
reach nearly 150,000 head. The quality of 
the hogs, however, is not very good, although 
the weight is quite heavy for this season of 
the year. The bulk of the offerings are brood 
sows, or common hogs, some of which are 
being forced to market on account of the 
swine plague, or the fear of it, which still 
exists in some sections of the country. From 
the best reports we have at present, the dis- 
eases among hogs are confined to a compara- 
tively limited portion of the country, and thus 
far it has not proved as fatal as in other 
years among the pigs. We see no special rea- 
son why the mortality among hogs this fall 
should be any greater in proportion to the 
number on hand than during the past few 
years. In fact, it» is generally understood 
that when prices are extremely low hogs are 
generally more healthy than when prices are 
high. As we have noted recently, the range 
in prices is not quite so wide, as the local de- 
mand for light hogs is very much restricted. 
The shipping demand this week has been 
smaller for all grades of hogs, and, the pack- 
ers having things more in their own hands, 
succeeded in bringing about a decline of from 
10@15c. at times during the week. The pro- 
vision market, while comparatively dull, was 
well sustained, and in face of a decline in 
the hog market, it showed some advance. The 
demand for fresh meats and desirable pickled 
and smoked meats continues good, and as 
pork products are about the lowest priced ar- 
ticles of meat, we still believe the ex- 


port and home demand will continue 
large. We are glad to note a _ continua- 
tion of the improvement in_ the _ po- 


litical and financia 
the improvement, so far as finances are con- 
cerned, is very small, we note a general feel- 
ing of confidence which cannot help material- 
ize in the near future. We look for continued 
liberal receipts of hogs right along, but donot 
think we will have anything like excessive 
receipts for some weeks at least, and would 
not be surprised if the supply for a portion of 
of the fall season would be smaller than the 
majority of the trade expect. Present prices 
being comparatively low, we do not think it 
wise topredict much further decline, al- 
though we would not be surprised to see the 
old sows sell lower during the next sixty days. 
We will have our regular annual crop report 
on hogs and cattle this month, when we will 
be better able to form an opinion regarding 





the future of the trade.
